On March 9, the Coalition Against USPS Competition (CAUUC) and 

United Parcel Service (UPS) filed Answers to the Postal Service’s Motion for 

Reconsideration, or for Alternative Relief, in this docket. In their Answers, UPS 

and CAUUC essentially state, in part, that it is not necessary for the Commission 

to require the production of agreements responsive to question 4(a) posed in 

Order No. 1229 in order to resolve the Postal Service’s pending motion to 

dismiss. On this point, no participant in this proceeding has expressed 

disagreement. 

UPS and CAUUC suggest, however, that if the Commission is not inclined 

to deny the Postal Service’s motion to dismiss, the parties be permitted to 

conduct discovery on the Postal Service. To the extent that the Commission 

considers these to be requests for relief, the Postal Service does not intend that 

the Commission consider them to be unopposed. For the jurisdictional and 

substantive reasons offered in its Motion to Dismiss and its Motion for 

Reconsideration, the Postal Service submits that discovery in this docket is
